VISIBLE EGG SUPPLY 
OF CITY OF EDMONTON 
IS NEARLY EXHAUSTED 


The lovers of “ham-and,” “Adam and 
Eve on a Raft’ and other such appe- 
tizing morsels as are possible when hen 
frult is plentiful, will be sorry, indeed, 
to learn that today the visible egg 
supply of the city Is practically ex- 
hausted. When several members of the 
Daily Capital staff were refused their 
egg orders this morning it led to some 
Investigation of the conditions with the 
result that a real egg famine was dis- 
covered. 

When the wholesale houses were 
asked to explain the situation they said 
that it was only too true, but that it 
would not probably last more than a 
day or two at the most. The cause for 
the egg shortage is said to be the ex- 
treme cold weather that has been ex- 
perienced in the Dakotas during the 
past week, The blizzards have de- 
layed the trains from four to six days 
with the result that there are mpny 
car loads of eggs held up somewhere 
plong the road between the city and the 
pastern states, and until these cars ar- 
rive in the city the egg famine will still 
be on.

Instead of falling clear he struck the} concern, which was a good 


reach and then tumbled to the ground. block competition, a 


JUDICIAL INVESTIGATION 
IS REFUSED BY COUNCIL 


Aldermen Clarke, May, East, Kinney and Driscoll and the Mayor De- 


cide Against Holding an 'noaui 


in Opposition to Having Probe. 


With a petition, more voluminous 
than any presented heretofore to the 
city council, demanding that a Judicial 
investigation into the Carpenter police 
embragiio be held; and with a_petition 
from the trades and labor council 
representing 3,500 residents of this 
city, protesting against any such pro- 
cedure, the Edmonton city council! last 
evening filed both communications. 
But this course was not adopted until 
much had been said for and against 
the demand that a judge be called in 
to assist in airing the police situation. 

A conspicuous feature of the debates 
was the most severe denunciations by 
Alderman H. R. Smith pertaining to 
an interim report made by Cormmis- 
sioner M. S. Booth relative to the police 
probe he is conducting, The alderman 
ridiculed the efforts of the commis- 
sioner and declared that he believed 
Commissioner Booth was not trying to 
xive a fair and decent investigation. 

The council chamber was crowded 
to more than overflowing, A number 
of ladies were present In the audience. 
Upon coming to order the couneil went 
into committee of the whole to hear 
the delegations present in behalf of 
police probe petitions.

“4. That investigation is now being 
held by the commissioner of safety and 
health, and the new chief of police, Its 
findings will be made public in due 
course, if such is in the public interest. 
Should it be possible to so prove the 
apparent misdoings of certain police 
officers, the same will be brought to 
the bar of justice. 

“5. An investigation is entirely a 
prerogative of this council. They were 
elected by the people to manage and 
control not only our police force, but 
all the departments of the city. 

“6. This request is manifestly a de- 
mand on us to pass a vote of want of 
confidence In ourselves and our ad- 
ministration. To grant it would be to 
discredit Commissioner Booth, who is 
now conducting the only sensible in- 
vestigation possible. 

“J. Such judicial investigations 
generally end where they began. Dis- 
loyalty of a police officer, theft, graft, 
hush money and partnership in prosti-

Commissioner Booth’s Report 


The interim report of Safety and 
Health Commissioner M. 8. Booth, 
made to the city council re police 
probe, is as follows: 

“During my investigation into the 
police department which I am now 


there has developed a 
knowledge of almest a total disre- 
gard of responsibility, of esprit de 
corps and a discipline existed during 
the last several months. 

“In one instance, January 21st, a 
raw constable was given Keys and ap- 
pointed turn-key without any in- 
structions or any caution. Result: 
Someone up-stairs called, ‘Turn-key;’ 
he ran upstairs leaving: the prisoners 
in the corridor and one escaped. 

“December 7—In another instance 
a large crowd of prisoners were crowd- 
ed in the corridor and against the cells 
containing prisoners, This crowd had 
not been searched and could — easily 
have passed weapons to the prisoners, 
as no constable was left with them, 

“December 7—In another, the mem- 
orable case of 540.15 lost, no one seem- 
ingly was in charge, A captain 
claiming he was sent by the chief to 
assist the sergeant, was present, but 
claims he was not in charge. <A ser- 
reant who was in charge says his 
authority ceased when the captain ap- 
peared, Later an Inspector arrived, 
quarrelled with the captain in the 
presence of subordinates; the captain 
threw down the pen he was writing 
with and, being peeved, left the room 
and went upstairs. The sergeant was 
called away twice later; called no one 
else's attention to the fact that they 
were In authority, and later this person 
who happened to be the acting ser- 
geant left, leaving a constable. Some 
person unknown sent another’ con- 
stable to watch, This last constable 
went Inside, used the telephone and 
being invited by the other constable te 
go out to breakfast, did go out without

Guillaume Stengel— 
was born 66 years ago today In Wisnie- 
wezyk, Galicia, Austria. Her maiden 
name was Praxede Marcelline Koch- 
lanski, and her father was a violinist 
lor note and passionately devoted to 
| music, The future prima donna was a 
{pianist at four and able to play the 
violin at six, and at twelve she accom- 
panied her father on concert tours 
jthrough her native province, It was 
then that she adopted Sembrich as her 
professional name, this having been 
the maiden name of her mother. It 
was at the Lemburg  conservatoire 
where she studied vocal art, that she 
jmet Guillaume Stengel, the pianist 
{whom she married while still in her 
teens. Later the girl studied singing 
at Vienna, under prominent teachers, 
and in 1877, at the age of 19, she made 
her debut in grand opera as Elvira in 
“T Puritani” at Athens, Greece. The fol- 
lowing year she sang in the opera at 
Dresden, and in 1880 she sang in Lon- 
don, with such success that she was 
engaged for five seasons, It was in 
1883 that she made her American bow 
at the Metropolitan opera house in 
New York, Her subsequent success- 
ful carcer is known to all music lovers.

Centenary of Cary, Who 
Voted to Save Johnson 

Today 1s the centenary of the birth 
of Samuel Fenton Cary, an Ohio poli- 
ticlan who won transient fame as the 
only republican member of the United 
States house to vote against the im- 
peachment of President Andrew 
Johnson, A change of one vote in 
that memorable trial, when for the 
first and only time in the history of 
the republic.a president of the United 
States was called upon to answer to 
the charge of “high~crimes and mis- 
demeanors,” would have resulted in 
Johnson's conviction. Quite natural- 
ly, Cary was bitterly criticised by re- 
publicans for his defection. He went 
over to the “greenback” party and in 
1876 he was its candidate for the vice- 
presidency, the ticket being headed by 
Peter Cooper, This party, in which 
Cary was a leader, was called the “In- 
dependent National” by its adherents. 
It demanded the United States notes 
as a circulating medium and the sup- 
pression of bank paper; and protest- 
ed against the further issuing of gold 
bonds, and the purchase of silver ‘to 
replace the fractional currency. Coop- 
er and Cary polled a negligible vote, 
and after 1880 the party ceased to 
evist as a distinct organization. Cary 
was born in Cincinnati, Feb. 18, 1814, 
and died Sept. 29, 1900.

— Her first ap- 
pearance was as Lady’ MacBeth in 
Now Orleans. She was only 27 when 
she played with Macready, the great 
English tragedian, and two years later 
she was seen with Edwin Forrest. In 
England and America her triumphal 
career she played many Shakes- 
pearean roles, among them Lady Mac- 
heth, Beatrice, Rosalind and Queen 
Catherine, She was equally famous 
as Lady Teazle in “The School of 
Senndal," Nancy Sykes in “Oliver 
Twist,” and Bianca in “Fazio,” but 
most critics agrce that her supreme 
achievement was as Meg Merrilies in 
Scott's “Guy Mannering, The latter 
production has been declared gne of 
the preatest performances ever seen 
upon a stage. Forty years ago the 
great actress, whose indomitable will 
so often triumphed over physical af- 
fiictions began a farewell tour of 
American cities. On a day tn May, 
1875, 1n audience that filled the Globe 
theater in Boston, saw Charlotte Cush- 
man's last appearance on the stage. 
Within less than a year she was dead, 
and the whole world mourned.
